Defendant Panduit its officers, directors, agents, servants, employees, attorneys and all 
others acting under or through it, directly or indirectly, from infringing the * 8 54 patent; 

c. A judgment that Defendant Panduit has infringed the '220 patent; 

d. Both preliminary and permanent injunctions enjoining and restraining 
Defendant Panduit, its officers, directors, agents, servants, employees, attorneys and all 
others acting under or through it, directly or indirectly, from infringing the '220 patent; 
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e. A judgment that Defendant Panduit has infringed the '242 patent; 

f. Both preliminary and permanent injunctions enjoining and restraining 
Defendant Panduit, its officers, directors, agents, servants, employees, attorneys and all 
others acting under or through it, directly or indirectly, from infringing the '242 patent;

A judgment and order requiring Defendant Panduit to pay the costs of this 
action^ including all disbursements, and attorney fees, if this case is exceptional as 
provided by 35 U.S.C. § 285; and 

0. Such other and further relief that this Court may deem just and equitable.
